"SVlien tho Fourlh Poiifolio was 
created by the present Ministry Uioy 
promised to place at the head of the 
department an experienced liuaucior, 
■who would also possess a knowledge 
of ngr'ioulture, and who should nunu- 
ally lay before the country a report on 
tho agricultural progress of the Pro- 
vince, which it should be his first duty 
to foster and encourage. The jji-oposi- 
tion to add to the expense of govern- 
ing the Province by the creation of 
another department was very distaste- 
ful to the public mind, for people 
could not see why the Provincial Se- 
cietary, who bad time ou his IkuuLs lo 
alLond to private practice as a jibysi- 
ciau, could not reiuaiu an hour or two 
at hiw uflico each day to count the cash 
in Iho strongbox. There was a warm 
discussion in the House over the pro- 
position, and tho jMiuistry only es- 
ceped defeat by promising that tho 
new Minister should devoto the most 
of his time in guarding the agricultur- 
al interests, wliii^li hud always been 
shamefully iif-'glectod by tho Govern 
luont. 'L'liis iiilroiluuer uf iho inoiisiire 
ackiii)wlcH!,u;o(l on tho lU>()r (if the 
House that the tiuancos of tho country 
wei'e not of sufficient importance to 
engage the time of an accountant two 
hours in a day; but agriculture, if it 
was to be sliniuhitod ami ad\iiiic(Hl, 
would requiro tho almost uiironiittiug 
attentiou of a Minister tho year round. 
'J'ho constitutional power having been 
given by the House, life was breathed 
into tho Fourth Portfolio, and forth 
walked Mr. William -J. Annstrong, 
^Yho duly entered upon tho oiijoy 
mont of the fat salary attached lo tho 
new position as Minister of Finance 
and Agriculture. Mr. Armstrong was, 
and is, tho representative of an agri- 
cultural district. Before being eh,'ct- 
ed to tlio House he had sold gomls at 
New Westminster, and although I'ot 
distinguished for his knowledge of 
boQk-te(}ping it was understood that he 
could inform his customers how many 
black beans made live, and could work 
out on a sound mathematical basis tho 
problem which was the heaviest — a 
pound of butter or a jiouiid of ioaJV If 
these were the extent of the new Mini.s- 
ter's arithmetical knowledge, it is quite 
clear that he was not chosen for his 
accomplishments in that direction. 
Agriculture, which ho ^Ya8 to "foster 
and encourage," then, was to be his 
forte. Live stock, the number and 
value; the amount of cereals, potatoes, 
turnips, cabbages, mangel wortzpl tliat 
could be raised to the acre in different 
localities; fruit, where it could be grown 
to best advantage; farming lanJ, 
the acreage under cultivation; the lo- 
cation of tracts that wanted only tick- 
ling by the farmer's plough to laugh 
outright wiih bounteous crops; the 
number and value of farm buildings, 
wagons and iniplenienlH: the iiuinljer 
of acres under fence; the quunlity of 
land surveyed; how large an extent is 
covered witli tunbev ami how much is 
prairie; the population of the farming 
districts; and many other topics in- 
timately connected with the growth 
and progress of Agriculture wore to 
form the burthen of his annual lo- 
ports. Perhaps all this was too much 
to expect from a gentleman who 
plumed himself upon his agricultural 
experience and knowledge because he 
once sold a cargo of potatoes and a 
wagon load of cabbages on co:nmis- 
sion. Bat, uovortlicless, such ar<j a 
part of the duties assignoil him, and 
so long as he draws a salary and al- 
lowances amounting to nearly $1UOO a 
year, the country has a right toex})ect 
— demand — that he shall as religious- 
Iv di.scliarge the duties as be draws 
his 2)ay. \Vi; liave searched througli 
the Sessional Papers ever since .Mr. 
Armstrong aece[)te(l otlii'i- ami wo 
have beau unable to discover any le- 
port on the subject of Agriculture 
emanating from his Department. No 
attempt sooins to have been made to 
gather the simplest kind of statistics; 
or, if any attempt has been loaiie, the 
results have boon .sii.. We have iiol. 
even heard of the gentleman taking 
an active part in "fostering and en- 
couraging' tho agricultural interests 
by taking an active part at the Shows; 
nor does his name a])pear in tho list 
of patrons of any of iho Societies that 
wo wot of. In fact, search flio records 
of tho i-'inauco Department and every 
other of this Government; examine tiie 
dusty iiigeon-holes; overhaul the yd- 
low-i.'oolis, and poor into tho annual 
reports, and you will fail to lind tlie 
hlighlest allusion to tho most inipor- 
taiiL of all our inlorosts -■ .\gricult uro. 
We can imagine a laithloss represen- 
tative of a farming district wholly ig- 
noring the chief interests of his con- 
stituents and jjaying Hp litllo atten- 
tion to a resource which is fast Ijo- 
coming tho mainstay of tho i'rovince 
as to vote against a measure iulemled 
to "foster and encourage" that re- 
source; but we could scarcely bruig 
ourselves to believe — without the evi- 
dence before us — that a highly paid 
oflicial such as our ^tlinistor of Finance 
and Agriculture is should bo so reoroiint 
to the trust reposed in him by tiio 
whole country as to fail in tho dis- 
charge of tho Hiinplest detail connect- 
ed with the duties of his oflico. Wo 
believe tiiat the humbug with which 
tho Fourtii Portfolio whs covured at 
its creation as with a gloss or veneer, 
ja fully understoodhj^^he^BIj^ns^

• — One aninoier afternoon, some sis or ee- 
TeB years ago. the wife of n settler living 
in Oliilliwliack Valley stepped from hor 
house to hang out clothes in a lot a fcMV 
rods off. She left a little baby a.sleei) in 
a cradle, in ono corner of tlio kitohon. 
She was absent from tlio house about 
fifteen minutes. When she rotumod iior 
eye sought the cradle. The baby lay 
apparently as sound asleep as when left 
by the mother a few minutes before. An 
hour passcil away ; still the baby Blejjt, 
and the mother iuovihI softly about the 
room, fearing to awaken it, casting, now 
antl then, a fond look at tbo bleeder. By 
ftnd by the woman was attracted to the 
flrfldle by an extraordinary pallor which 
Momed to settle upon the face of the in- 
fant. Drawing back the little cover slio 
was startled to discover blood on the bed- 
clothes, blood on the child's dress, blood 
on the floor.

Tiloro are already sovon Provinces 
ill tho Dominion of Canada, yvith a 
population of about 4,000,000, and 
there is territory enough in the Nortii- 
West for at least ono or two more; 
while now we learn from Ottawa that 
anotlier ^Maritime Province seeks ad- 
mission into the group of Colonies, 
namely, Newfoundland — whicli, at 
first, was opposetl to ontoriug the 
Confederation. In an interview with 
the Premier, Hon. Mr. Shea, after 
saying that tlio people of tbo island 
were now in favor of entering tho Do- 
minion, observed that if thoy did, St. 
Johns should be mado tho pointof do- 
i^iartiiro for tho mail steamers. If this 
Province enters the Dominion, the 
scheme of confederating the B. N. 
American Provinces from tho Atlantic 
to the Pacific w ill have boon carried 
out, and the basis of a now State es- 
tablished upon this Continent. Thii 
nine ov ten Provinces may, under tho 
fostering care of England, become a 
rival Confederacy to our own, and 
well connected by railroads. Already 
it i.s called by llie French "La Puis- 
sance du (Janada," winch moans Honio- 
tliing more than a dependency. Tho 
late Sir (ieo. E. Cartior also gave it 
that desioniitioii, intimating to his 
lioliiical liieiids tlial the J)oiaiiiion 
might in time bei'oiiic an independent 
conn/ ly with an English prince at its 
head; and it really seems lis if tliis 
Hcboine were being tpiietly but perti-t- 
eutly carried out. The j''nglish and 
Giu'inans are noted for persiotency in 
any schoino H'-ey uajertako, and 
whether it Ijo Disraeli or Hartington, 
this scheme on our condiieLt will be 
realized, if our G-ovornmont bbould 
not step in to prevent it; that ia, if 
l^oace should continue to favor the en- 
terprise; but much depends ujiun the 
relations between our (roverniiieut and 
that of England, for there is no doubt 
of our ability to stop this well-laid 
scheme by seizing the North- West 
TBrritory.tbua severing the conneotion 
of the Colonios and isolating the Paci- 
fic Province from tho rest, which 
would give tijj the fshuid of ^'ancou- 
ver. A Deiiioeratic Administration 
may be in jiower when this scliomo of 
creating a monarchy is maturing, and 
may see lit to yeto tlio little game.

Safetv-Luii's not Alw.ws Svn; 

And Way. —Twenty-two huge explo- 
sions have taken place in English coai 
mines since tho year I8GG; among 
these seventeen took place at the mo- 
ment of the firing of a blast at a dis- 
tance, (lalloway conceived from tliis 
tho suspicion that a violent sound 
wave might bo capable of pushing the 
flame through the wire gauze of the 
safety-lamp, and thus ignite tho in- 
flammablo gas around. It was known 
that when explosive gaaor, are drawn 
through a wire gauze witli a velocity 
of ten to twelve feet per second, the 
flame penetrates and ignites them; 
but it was not known that a sound 
wave would do tho same thing, and 
this is what Calloway has proved by 
exiJorimoiit. Ho placed a safety-lamp in 
an explosive mi.tture, and fired a pistol 
at a distance of twenty feet, or ignited a 
box filled with a mixture of coal gas and 
oxygen ; in either cuso a largo flame was 
projected through tho wire gauze out of 
tho safety lamp, and igiiiteil tho surround- 
ing gas. lie found no difl'orouce when 
tho gas was separated from the air by 
moans of a thin membrane, wliich would 
not permit air ourronts to pass, bdt only 
transmit the sound wave. Tlio exjjeriuient 
was varied liy transmitting tho sound 
wave through a tuho twenty feet long, 
and of which the axis was directed to- 
wanl the safety lamp; closing this tube 
with an elastic membrane made no ditl'or- 
ence whatever. IIo therefore came to the 
oonolusion that a blast iu a Coul mine 
may make all the safety lamps usalesa, 
while it explains the fact that an explo- 
sion in one part of a mine is often imme- 
diately followed by another explosion at 
a distant point.
